Chmwangtao, Nov. 10—(AP) — 


Heavy fighting between Chinese 
Communists and 
troops 
of the 


Central government 
broke 
out 


along the Great Wall of China 
north of here last night, bringing 
artillery and heavy mortars into 
play in the Chinese civil war for 
the first time. 


New clashes were reported along 


the

Chinwangtao-Peipmg 


railroad south of here. 


American marines reported the

could be heard 
throughout

night from the direction of Shan- 
haikwan, fortress city which is 
the eastern anchor of the Great 
Wall, and a key gateway into 
Manchuria.

ployed for days before Shanhatk- 
\van, where 
Communists of the 


eighth route army are in cbntrol 
and strongly entrenched. 


The new clashes along the Chin- 


wangtao-Peiping rail 
line

south of Peita'ho junction, where 
the Nationalists have established 
an aid station 
to 
handle 
the 


wounded being brought in. It was 
reported that the Communists had 
ambushed a Nationalist platoon and 
annihilated it, but there was no 
definite confirmation by American 
sources. 


Three Chinese were found hang- 


ed in the Pcitaiho railroad yards, 
which are 15 miles south of here. 


A sizeable force of Kuomintang 


troops are encamped at the junc- 
lion as a guard axid a small de- 
tachment of American marines of 
the first division are billeted there. 


There have been no new inci- 


dents involving marines m the 
past few clays and no marines 
have been wounded. 


The presence of the Americans, 


however, prevented the Commun- 
ists from carrying- out an intended 
attack on the village ot Shin-Lung, 
which is also on the railroad. 


The Communists had advised the 


marines ot" the intended attack 
and asked thorn to pull back out of 
danger during the fight. 


The marines, assigned to guard 


.duties at a doublc-tiestle bridge 
at the village, relused to leave 
their 
posts.

And that it 
was not carrier strength that won 
the air war.

There not only is no confirma- 


tion of this report, but a spokes- 
man for Mr. Attlee in London said 
that "as far as we know there is 
nothing .n that repoiv at all". 
Still, even if the story has no 
foundation J think it's of great 
importance. It's important 
be- 


cause it registers a general public 
desire—a oelief that a meeting of 
the big three would ease the num- 
erous crises which are bedeviling 
Europe and Asia. 


Mr. 
Attlee 
himself, 
speaking 


just before setting out for Amer- 
ica, 
made a declaration which is 


the key to public sentiment in this 
matter. He said it was his view 
that people must look to the Unit- 
ed Nations and their close unity 
of purp 7se, "especially 
that be- 


tween Britain, the United States 
and Russia", as a foundation of 
peace. 


That's what the public believes, 


too. and to the man-m-the-street 
these thret paramount powers are 
personified 
by Messrs Truman, 


Stalin and Attlee. The little man- 
in-the-street believes this trio of 
great 
executives 
possesses 
the 


magic to pull the world out of its 
tail spin. He believes in the old 
adage that too many cooks spoil 
the broth. He thinks that the three 
heads of state by themselves can 
achieve what couldn't be accomp- 
lished by a dozen assistants who 
have to keep referring- questions 
back to headquarters, and can't 
bargain on their own responsibil- 
ity. 


The biggest allied decisions of 


the war were made in conferences 
of the big three. Sometimes bar- 
gains were involved. 
This was 


done by the • chiefs .of ..state—v.ith 
the advice, of course, of their mil- 
itary experts. 


It might be that the Anglo- 


American allies were about 
to 


undertake a big offensive. Stalin 
might say in effect: "Russia will 
guarantee' to keep fifty divisions 
of Germans occupied on such-and- 
such a Soviet front for a month 
from tho time you launch your 
drive". That sealed the pact." 


The big three had their differ- 


ences tjhen 
For instance Russia 


wanted the western allies to in- 
vade France 
long before D-day 


arrived for Norrnandv. But those 
differences were absorbed, so to 
speak, in the conferences of the 
chiefs. 


Naturally the exigencies of war

Therefore it borders upon the 


impossible for Americans to con- 
sider without prejudice the pro- 
posal of joint control for Japan. 
Nor does this suppest. that the 
United States should agree to any 
arrangement which might subor- 


dinate the American position in 


Japan to that of any nation 
or 


group of nations. 


But, at the 
same 
time, the 


American people should not blind 
themselves to the realisation that 
Russia does have vital interests in 
what may be done in and with Ja- 
pan. 
As a glance at the geogra- 


phy will reveal, the four major is- 
la-nds which comprise postwar Ja- 
pan stretch along- hundreds of 
miles of the coast of Russian Si- 
beria. In hands unfriendly to Rus- 
sia, those islands would be a con- 
stant menace to avenues of sea 
commerce through 
the Siberian 


ports which are ice-free during ex- 
tended periods each year. 
When 


one considers the development, al- 
ready begun, which is inevitable 
for vast Siberia, one can appreci- 
ate Rvissia's anxiety to insure the 
safety of seaports serving that 
huge frontier. 


Nor can anyone deny the dan- 


ger the Jap islands, in unfriendly 
hands would represent as spring- 
boards for attack upon Asiatic 
Russia. Neither is it unreasonable 
that Russia might view with sus- 
picion the repented assurance that 
we have no territorial ambitions.

His wide international background, 
which giv-s him an intimate and

countries in Europe, the Near 
East, India and the Far East, 
gives him the ability to scent the 
real news behind the news. 


Born near the Tibetan border 


To Speak Here 


in India 4.4 years ago of English- 
Irish parents, Captain 
Fielding 


spent many years in the Far East. 
He was educated at the Gymnas- 
ium in Colburg, Germany, and 
Stoneyhurst College, England. 


He has just reutrned from a 


30,000 mile flying trip to India, 
Burma and southeast Asia as an 
honored guest of the government 
of India. His travels brought him 
into intimate contact with all the 
leading personalities, both military 
and political, in that remote war 
theater—Lord Wavell, the Vice- 
roy of India, General Sir Claude 
Auchenleck, commander in chief 
of the Indian army, Admiral Lord 
Louis Mountbatten, Supreme of 
southeast Asia command, as well 
as such leaders in the Indian pol- 
itical word as Mahatma Gandhi, 
diminutive "God to millions of 
Indians, Jawarhalal Nehru, long- 
imprisoned Congress leader, Mau- 
lana Azad, Moslem president of 
the 
All-India 
Hindu 
Congress 


party. 
Mohammed 
AH Jinnah. 


president of the militant Moslem 
League held mainly responsible for 
the failure of the recent Simla 
conference, and many others. 


Highlight of Capt. Fielding's 


trip was a perilous mission to the 
mysterious Black Spider guerril- 
las in the Karenni mountains along 
the Thailand border, whose dang- 
erous but successful efforts to im- 
pede the enemy escape into Siam 
resulted in the virtual destruction 
of an entire Japanese army in. 
eastern Burma. Capt.- Fielding- was 
the only outside observer, either 
military or civilian, ever permit- 
ted to witness and participate in 
these 
highly 
secret 
activities 


among the unsung heroes of the 
war whose lives miles behind the 
enemy positions were in constant 
•jeopardy, with no hope of salva- 
tion if peril threatened. 


Capt. Fielding was flown in be- 


hind the Japanese lines in a 
"Cloak and Dagger" plane, and 
dropped on a secret airstrip in a 
hidden mountain valley, whence 
he made his way by elephant back 
to guerrilla headquarters perched 
at the peak of a mist-shrouded 
mountain. On his return trip, Capt. 
Fielding found himself 
stranded 


at the airstrip when the plane 
with which he had a rendezvous, 
failed to put in an appearance. 
For a night and a day. he held 
out with a small guerrilla band in 
a Karenni village until rescue 
came on the sixth attempt, and he 
was flown back to the safety of 
the Indian army lines. 


He brought out the only photo- 


graphs ever made of Black Spider 
operations, and so dangerous was 
the attempt that the camera with 
undeveloped film inside had to be 
wired to a hand grenade in case 
the party ran into a strong enemy 
formation. Capt. Fielding's story
